In the response to the restriction requirement, Applicant elects group I, claims 1-13 and 
22-23. In the case if the claimed composition of group I are in condition for allowance, 
then the claims of group II, claims 14-20 and 24; and group III, claim 25, embrace the 
composition of group I, will be rejoined and be allowed also. 

Specification 

Ttie specification is objected to under 35 U.S.C.112, first paragrapii, as failing to 
provide an adequate written description of the invention in that the specification, 
while being enabling for the claimed formula I at page 2, -A-0-R1-0-C0-(R2-C0)m- 
0-, does not reasonably provide enablement for A as a radical derived from a 
homo- or copolyoxymethylene, -(CH2-0-)x. In the case ifx=1, then the formula 
becomes: -CH2-0-0-R1-0-CO-(R2-CO)m-0-in that two oxygens are next to each 
other and it doesn't seem right! 
Claims 1-13 and 22-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for the claimed formula, does not 
reasonably provide enablement for A as homo- or copolyoxymethylene . The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/use the invention commensurate in 
scope with these claims for the reasons as stated above.
